Adam Rivers replied: *‘‘Many iHeart facilities have downsized over the 
last year or so.

The broadcast and office 
equipment is, for the most part, brand spanking new. 


There is still quite a bit of broadcast equipment left at 50 Penn that 
is being inventoried and will be disposed of in various ways. 


So, to sum it up, we are still alive and well in OKC and serving our 
area to the best of ability with a skeleton crew.
